Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twenty-fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough,  and 
in  order  to  make  comparison  with  previous  reports  as  easy  as 
possible,  I  have  adopted  the  same  general  arrangement  of 
tabular  forms.

2.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  namely  13,030  acres,  and 
as  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Ward  Boundaries,  the 
area  is  sub-divided  as  follows: — Boldmere  Ward,  1,051  acres; 
Hill,  2,907;  Maney,  848;  Trinity,  3,223;  Walmley,  4,242; 
and  Wylde  Green,  759. 


population. 

3.  It  is  now  eight  years  since  the  Census  was  officially 
taken,  and  in  order  to  estimate  the  population  as  correctly  as 
possible,  it  is  necessary  to  rely  in  a  Borough  like  Sutton  Cold¬ 
field,  subject  to  considerable  fluctuations  in  development,  on 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  Rate  Book  in 
the  middle  of  the  year.  The  Borough  Rate  Collector  informs 
me  that  in  J une  the  number  of  houses  occupied  in  the  Borough 
was  4,536,  and  by  multiplying  this  number  by  4.64 — this  being 
the  average  number  of  persons  found  in  each  house  at  the  last 
Census — the  population  would  appear  to  be  21,047.  The 
Princess  Alice  Orphanage  was  reported  to  contain  278  persons, 
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so  that  our  total  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1909, 
would  be  21,325.  These  figures  show  an  increase  of  population 
of  373  compared  with  my  estimate  of  the  previous  year.  It  will  be 
seen  that  there  has  been  a  diminished  increase  in  1909,  compared 
with  that  of  the  two  previous  years,  and  though  from  the  point 
of  view  of  development  of  the  Borough  this  may  be  a  matter 
for  regret,  it  cannot  be  one  for  surprise  having  regard  to  the 
condition  of  trade  during  the  period. 

4.  The  following  table  shows  the  population  divided  among

BIRTHS. 

5.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-four  births  have  been  registered 
during  the  year.  This  is  15  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and 
38  less  than  in  1907,  and  gives  us  a  Birth  Rate  on  the  estimated 
population  of  17.06,  compared  with  17.74  in  1908.  Not  only  is 
this  Birth  Rate  very  low,  but  it  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  last 
ten  years  and  .7  per  1,000  less  than  the  previous  lowest,  that 
of  1908. 

6.  The  number  of  illigitimate  births  was  7,  one  less  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

7.  I  called  your  attention  last  year  to  the  importance  of 
the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that 
you  have  not  seen  fit  to  adopt  this  Act. 
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8.  It  is  perfectly  true  that  our  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  has 
not  been  excessive  of  late  years,  but  this  year  it  has  risen  to 
over  100,  and,  looking  at  the  nature  of  the  town  and  its  claims 
to  be  a  health  resort,  this  must  be  considered  far  from  satisfac¬ 
tory.  If  the  Act  were  adopted,  the  notification  of  all  births 
registered  would  be  received  within  48  hours  from  Doctors 
or  Midwives,  and  in  suitable  cases  it  would  be  possible  from  an 
early  date  to  give  supervision  for  the  tending  and  management 
of  the  infants,  having  particular  regard  to  proper  feeding.  This 
of  course  would  necessitate  the  appointment  of  a  Health  Visitor, 
but  in  the  present  state  of  knowledge  as  regards  sanitary  mat¬ 
ters,  no  Borough  of  20,000  population  can  be  considered 
properly  equipped  without  such  an  officer. 

DEATHS. 

9.  One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  deaths  have  been  registered 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  namely,  90  males  and  99 
females.  Of  these,  6  were  visitors  to  the  Borough,  while  12 
people  died  (belonging  to  the  Borough)  in  the  Aston  Union 
Workhouse.  I  have  also  received  notice  of  5  deaths  occurring 
in  Institutions  m  Birmingham,  3  in  the  Scarlet  Fever  Hospital, 
at  Perry  Barr,  1  in  Essex  County  Hospital,  1  in  City 
Asylum,  and  1  at  Curdworth.  The  result  of  adding  and 
subtracting  these  deaths  is  to  give  us  205  which  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  debit  to  the  Borough,  and  this  gives  us  a  Death  Rate  on 
the  estimated  population  of  9.6.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory 
rate,  as  it  is  only  .1  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and  .6 
more  only  than  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  It  is  £  Iso  one  per 
1,000  below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.

12.  These  figures  show  the  Birth  Rate  to  have  been  highest 
in  Maney,  Boldmere,  and  Walmley  Wards,  where  the  figures 
were  practically  identical.  It  was  lowest  in  Trinity  Ward.  The 
Death  Rate  was  lowest  in  Boldmere  and  Trinity  Wards,  the 
figures  here  being  very  low.  It  was  highest  in  Wylde  Green 
Ward,  where,  however,  it  only  just  exceeded  12.0.  The  Zymotic 
fatality  was  highest  in  Maney  Ward,  where,  however,  it  may 
be  considered  fairly  satisfactory. 

13.  Of  the  205  deaths,  37  occurred  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  and  18  between  1  and  5  years.  This  gives  us  a  fairly 
satisfactory  rate  of  Infant  Mortality,  namely,  101  per  registered 
1,000  births.  It  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1908,  but  a  great- 
deal  higher  than  in  1907,  which  was  to  my  mind  the  normal 
rate  which  should  be  maintained. 

14.  The  following  table  shows  at  a  glance  the  rates  of

15.  The  causes  from  which  infantile  deaths  were  registered 
were  as  follows: — Whooping  Cough,  1;  Diarrhoea,  2;  Prema¬ 
ture  Birth,  10;  Injury  at  Birth,  1;  Debility,  3;  Convulsions, 
2 ;  Bronchitis,  2 ;  Tubercular  Peritonitis,  1 ;  Pneumonia,  2 ; 
Congenital  Defects,  3  ;  Enteritis,  2  ;  other  Tubercular  diseases, 
1  ;  Measles,  1 ;  other  causes,  6. 

16.  I  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Premature 
Birth  is  just  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  and  this,  as 
pointed  out  in  my  last  Report,  is  an  unsatisfactory  feature. 

17.  I  can  again  point  to  the  fact  that  there  is  but  little 
mortality  from  Zymotic  diseases,  the  number  of  deaths  being 
4,  as  against  5  last  year,  of  which  one  was  due  to  Whooping 
Cough,  2  to  Diarrhoea,  and  1  to  Measles.

19.  The  Birth  Rate,  as  in  the  previous  year,  was  highest  in 
the  second  quarter,  while  the  Death  Rate  was  highest  in  the 
first  quarter,  indeed  it  was  nearly  double  as  high  as  it  was  in 
the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 

20.  The  proportion  of  deaths  in  persons  aged  65  years  and 
upwards,  compared  with  the  total,  was  not  quite  so  satisfactory 
as  formerly,  the  figure  being  30.7,  against  36.4  in  the  previous 
year. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

21.  Only  fourteen  deaths  were  registered  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  namely: — Scarlet  Fever,  3; 
Measles,  4;  Whooping  Cough,  2;  and  Diarrhoea,  5.  The 
corresponding  number  of  deaths  for  the  previous  year  was  20.

22.  Epidemics. — The  only  disease  that  may  be  considered 
to  have  been  epidemic  in  any  way  was  Measles,  from  which 
4  deaths  were  registered.  On  account  of  this  six  schools  were 
closed. 

23.  Small-pox. — Not  a  single  case  of  small-pox  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

24.  Scarlet  Fever. — Sixty  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
compared  with  63  in  the  previous  year.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  number,  having  regard  to  the  present  population,  was 
extremely  satisfactory,  particularly  bearing  in  mind  the  fact 
that  up  till  last  year  the  notifications  have  of  late  been  very 
few.  The  case  mortality  has  been  practically  identical  with 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Three  deaths  were  registered.  The 
disease  occurred  chiefly  in  the  Boldmere  and  Maney  Wards, 
18  being  notified  from  the  former  and  20  from  the  latter. 

25.  Measles. — This  disease  has  shown  some  prevalence,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  Maney  and  Walmley  Wards.  4  deaths  were  regis¬ 
tered,  3  in  Maney  and  1  in  Walmley  Ward.  Owing  to  its 
prevalence  the  following  schools  were  closed  : — Town  Infants, 
Maney  Infants,  Boldmere  Infants,  Reddicap  Heath  Mixed,  St. 
Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic,  and  Walmley  Infants. 

26.  Whooping  Cough. — Only  2  deaths  were  registered  from 
Whooping  Cough,  compared  with  6  and  2  in  the  two  previous 
years.  This  disease  in  a  population  such  as  that  of  Sutton 
Coldfield  invariably  shows  rapid  rises  and  falls  in  mortality. 
Except  through  Infant  School  attendance,  it  is  very  difficult 
indeed  to  get  any  account  of  cases,  as,  like  measles,  it  is  not  in 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  under  the  Act. 

27.  Diphtheria. — Only  14  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified  in  the  Borough,  compared  with  28  in  the  previous 
year,  and  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
disease  was  of  such  a  mild  type  that  there  was  no  fatality 
from  it. 

28.  Of  the  14  cases  2  certainly  were  imported  into  the 
Borough,  while  in  another  case  this  was  also  probably  so.  One 
of  the  cases — a  very  mild  one- — occurred  at  the  Princess  Alice 
Orphanage,  the  others  all  in  private  houses. 
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29.  The  cases  were  pretty  well  scattered.  In  no  ward 
were  there  more  than  3,  and  only  in  one  was  there  no  case, 
namely,  Walmley. 

30.  In  every  case  not  only  was  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
property  made,  but  the  drams  were  tested,  and  in  all  cases 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

31.  Although  the  number  of  cases  has  not  been  so  large, 
relatively  a  larger  proportion  have  been  verified  by  bacterial 
examination  of  swabs  at  the  University  under  the  Countyt 
Council  scheme.  This  is  a  great  advantage  from  every  point 
of  view,  but  it  is  obvious  that  it  is  most  important  that  before 
a  case  is  reported  as  free  from  infection,  at  least  two 
“  negative  ”  swabs  should  have  been  taken.  In  no  other  way 
is  it  possible  to  be  sure  that  a  case  ceases  to  be  infective,  as  it 
is  now  well  known  that  all  symptoms  may  cease  but  that 
virulent  germs  may  be  found  in  the  secretions  of  the  nose  and 
throat. 

32.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  this  degree  of  safety 
can  be  obtained  without  cost  either  to  the  patient,  the  private 
practitioner  or  the  Borough,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  no  case  will  be  certified  as  free  from  infection  and  fit 
to  associate  with  others  till  this  simple  precaution  has  been 
taken. 

33.  I  also  desire  to  state  how  important  it  is  in  my  opinion 
for  it  to  be  remembered  that  doses  of  anti-toxin  are  always 
available  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  for  patients  who 
cannot  afford  its  cost.  During  the  year  three  practitioners  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  free  supply,  to  the  great  benefit  of 
their  patients. 

34.  Typhoid  Fever. — Four  cases,  of  which  none  proved 
fatal,  have  been  notified.  In  only  one  of  these  was  there  the 
slightest  association  with  sanitary  defects,  and  this  was  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  drain  with  an  outside  water  closet.  One  of  the 
patients  spent  the  whole  of  his  working  time  in  a  neighbouring 
district,  and  in  no  case  could  infection  be  traced  definitely  to 
a  particular  cause.  The  water  was  supplied  in  each  case  from 
the  town  mains. 
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35.  Diarrhoea. — Five  deaths  were  notified,  compared  with 
4  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  only  2  occurred  in  infants. 
This,  of  course,  is  quite  satisfactory,  though  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  wet  and  cold  summer  is  no  doubt  responsible 
to  some  extent  for  the  small  mortality, 

36.  Influenza. — Eight  deaths  were  set  down  as  due  to  this 
disease,  as  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year.  On  referring 
to  Table  IV.  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  no  marked  increase 
in  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs. 

37.  Phthisis. — The  number  of  Deaths  registered  from 
Phthisis  was  about  the  average,  being  14,  and  slightly  above 
the  two  previous  years.  The  percentage  of  the  total  deaths 
was  6.8,  compared  with  6.4  in  the  previous  year. 

38.  The  same  measures  for  endeavouring  to  limit  this  disease 
have  been  taken  as  in  the  past  few  years.  In  every  case  where 
Phthisis  has  been  known  to  exist,  the  house  has  been  visited 
and  a  leaflet  giving  instructions  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
patient  has  been  left  and  explained,  while  in  every  case  where 
a  death  has  occurred  the  house  as  well  as  the  belongings  of 
the  patient  have  been  disinfected. 

39.  Advantage  has  also  been  taken  of  the  new  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  causing  a  notification  of  cases  of 
Phthisis  by  the  Poor  Law  Medical  officers.  It  is  strange  that  only 
one  notification  has  been  received.  This  was  in  a  patient  who 
left  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  and  was  visited,  but  returned 
quite  shortly  to  the  Infirmary,  and  about  whom  I  have  heard 
nothing  further. 

40.  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs. — As  before 
observed,  the  number  of  deaths  registered  from  these  diseases 
was  practically  normal,  being  29,  compared  with  27  in  the 
previous  year. 

41:  Cancer. — There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  malignant  disease  notified,  the  number  being  20, 
compared  with  18  in  the  previous  year. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  AT  THE  END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

42.  I  can  again  state  that  the  work  done  in  the  Health 
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Department  has  been  such  that  the  condition  of  affairs  in  a 
sanitary  sense  is  undoubtedly  better  than  in  the  past.  All  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  to  which  attention  has  been  called,  or  which 
have  been  discovered  by  inspection — -systematic  or  otherwise — 
have  been  remedied. 

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  ENQUIRIES  MADE  AS  TO  CONDITIONS  INJURIOUS 
TO  HEALTH,  AND  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  ADVISED;  ALSO  AN 
ACCOUNT  OF  THE  SUPERVISION  EXERCISED  OVER  PLACES  AND 
HOUSES  WHICH  THE  SANITARY  AUTHORITY  HAVE  POWER  TO 
REGULATE,  WITH  THE  ACTION  TAKEN  IN  REGARD  TO  OFFENSIVE 
TRADES. 

43.  The  inspection  of  the  Borough  has  been  carried  on  as 
of  late  years.  Every  complaint  made  to  any  department  has 
been  attended  to  as  early  as  possible,  and  all  defects  found 
have  been  dealt  with. 

NOTIFICATION. 

44.  Eighty-eight  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  compared  with 
105  in  the  previous  year,  have  been  notified.  The  cost  of  this 
notification  has  been  ,£10  17s. 

ISOLATION. 

45.  Thirty-six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  isolated 
during  the  year.  G-reat  care  has  been  taken  by  me  to  see  that 
every  case  was  a  suitable  one  for  isolation,  as  I  hold  the  view 
at  the  present  time  that  many  cases  can  be  suitably  treated  at 
home  without  risk  of  infecting  others  and  at  a  considerable 
saving  to  the  municipality. 

46.  The  wards  from  which  the  patients  were  removed 
were  :  — Hill,  3;  Maney,  15;  Trinity,  5;  Wylde  Green,  3; 
Boldmere,  9 ;  and  1  from  the  Princess  Alice  Orphanage. 

DISINFECTION. 

47.  Disinfection  has  been  thoroughly  well  carried  out  within 
the  Borough  after  infection,  generally  with  Formaldehyde 
spray,  but  in  some  instances  by  Formaline  fumigation,  while 
the  clothes,  bedding,  &c.,  of  patients  have  been  sent  away  to 
the  steam  disinfecting  station  in  the  ordinary  course. 
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48.  Eighty-three  houses  have  been  disinfected,  while  67  lots 
of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  have  been  sent  to  the  disinfecting 
station. 

SCHOOLS. 

49.  During  the  year  I  have  felt  it  desirable  to  close  six 
Schools  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Disease.  I  have 
also  thought  it  desirable,  as  an  extra  precaution,  to  have  such 
Schools  disinfected  before  re-opening. 

50.  The  question  of  the  closing  of  Schools  owing  to  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  has  been  brought  to  the  front  by  the  issue  of  a 
Joint  Memorandum  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  and  the  Education  Board.  This  is  a  most  timely 
and  valuable  production,  as  it  endeavours  to  deal  with  this 
question  scientifically.  In  the  past,  Schools  have  been  closed 
practically  to  satisfy  popular  clamour.  I  have  always  stated 
that  I  was  adverse  to  the  closing  of  Schools  as  a  general 
measure,  and  it  is  gratifying  therefore  to  find  that  the  pro¬ 
cedure  adopted  in  the  Borough  for  the  principal  diseases  affect¬ 
ing  School  life  has  been  that  suggested  in  the  newly-issued 
Memorandum. 

51.  Speaking  generally,  I  believe  that  at  the  present  time 
School  closure  is  only  necessary  with  a  view  of  preventing  infec¬ 
tion,  in  the  case  of  Infant  Schools  when  threatened  by  or 
infected  with  Measles.  It  is  probably  best  to  close  such 
Schools  for  a  fortnight,  as  soon  as  the  first  case  or  two  are 
introduced,  in  the  hope  that  any  children  then  infected  will 
develop  symptoms  of  the  disease  during  this  period,  and  thus  be 
excluded,  and  by  careful  examination  and  exclusion  of 
further  patients  we  may  be  enabled  to  prevent  the  disease 
becoming  markedly  epidemic.  Thus,  particularly  in  Rural 
Districts,  it  appears  at  times  desirable  to  close  the  Schools  for 
a  limited  period  and  to  keep  careful  observation  on  children 
attending. 

52.  During  the  year  Medical  Inspection  of  children  under 
terms  of  the  Board  of  Education  Circular  was  carried  out  in 
the  following  Schools: — Town  Infants,  Maney  Infants,  St. 
Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic,  Hill  Boys,  Hill  Girls,  Hill  Infants. 
Reddicap  Heath  Infants,  Walmley  Girls,  Walmley  Infants. 
Green  Lane  Boys,  Boldmere  Girls,  Boldmere  Infanta 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

53.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  particulars  of  work  done  in  his  department  :  — 

“  The  Sewerage  Works  for  the  Hill  and  Streetly  Districts 
are  now  well  in  hand.  The  Contractor  is  driving  headings 
under  the  Lichfield  Road  for  the  deep  iron  pipe  sewer 
which  is  already  laid  to  a  depth  of  about  40  feet,  the  great¬ 
est  depth  being  65  feet.  Altogether  there  are  between  4 
and  5  miles  of  sewers  in  this  Contract,  a  considerable 
portion  of  which  is  deep  work,  and  it  will  therefore  take 
quite  another  twelve  months  to  complete. 

“  The  outfall  sewer  in  connection  with  this  scheme  from 
the  Rectory  Road  to  the  Newhall  Estate  is  nearly  finished. 

“  Lengths  of  new  sewers  were  laid  in  Walmley  Road, 
Marston  Road,  Gate  Lane,  Green  Lanes,  and  Holly  Lane ; 
also  in  the  new  roads,  Frederick  Road,  Mayfield  Road,  and 
Greenhill  Road,  made  during  the  year. 

“  Surface  water  drains  were  laid  in  the  Birmingham 
Road,  Walmley  Road,  and  Riland  Road. 

Contracts  are  now  entered  into  to  lay  a  sewer  in  the 
Luttrell  Road  and  Wylde  Green  Road,  and  surface  water 
drains  in  Wyndley  Lane  and  Church  Lane,  Maney. 

“  Ninety-eight  connections  were  made  to  the  public 
sewers,  and  by  this  means  105  houses  have  been  effectually 
drained,  while  225  water  closets  have  been  put  in. 

“  Three  houses  were  connected  to  cesspools,  draining  5 
closets/’ 

54.  The  only  remark  I  feel  called  upon  to  make  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  above  Report  is  that  it  must  be  a  matter  of  great 
gratification  to  all  interested  in  the  sanitary  welfare  of  the 
Borough  to  know  that  the  arduous  undertaking  of  the  sewering 
of  the  Streetly  District  is  in  actual  operation.  The  work  is  a 
large  one,  and,  as  the  Borough  Surveyor  says,  must  take  time, 
but  it  has  been  for  some  considerable  period  the  most  urgent 
requirement  of  the  Borough  m  this  direction. 
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REMOVAL  OF  HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE. 

55.  I  have  for  years  inveighed  against  the  system  by  means 
of  which  Household  Refuse  was  allowed  to  remain  in  receptacles 
at  so  many  houses  in  the  Borough  until  owners  or  occupiers 
thought  fit  to  have  it  removed.  It  is  therefore  a  matter  of 
satisfaction  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  one  sense  this 
bad  and  insanitary  system  has  been  put  an  end  to.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  second  quarter  arrangements  were  made  by 
which  the  removal  of  refuse  was  undertaken  by  the  Town 
Council,  and  a  rate  of  2d.  in  the  £  was  made  to  cover  the 
expense.  This  did  not  include  the  extreme  outside  portions  of 
the  Borough,  which  are  chiefly  Rural,  but  applies  exclusively  to 
the  populous  portion  of  the  town.  In  this  respect,  however — 
at  all  events  at  the  beginning — I  am  quite  content,  as  those 
portions  not  included  are  quite  agricultural  and  owing  to  the 
large  area  of  the  Borough  are  remote  from  the  centre. 

56.  During  the  year  17,328  ashpits  and  receptacles  have 
been  dealt  with,  of  which  1,115  were  emptied  up  to  the  end  of 
April  and  16,213  from  that  date  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This, 
of  course,  shows  a  considerable  improvement,  but  when  it  is 
borne  in  mind  that  there  are  in  the  Borough  4,500  houses,  the 
majority  of  which  are  in  the  area  in  which  refuse  removal  is 
undertaken,  it  is  obvious  that  on  an  average  removal  has  taken 
place  only  about  once  every  three  months.  This  cannot,  in  any 
sense  of  the  word,  having  regard  to  modern  experience  of  sani¬ 
tary  work,  be  considered  satisfactory.  Such  appears  to  be  also 
the  opinion  of  many  ratepayers  in  the  town,  for  no  less  than 
116  letters  complaining  of  non-removal  have  been  received 
since  the  beginning  of  May.  At  present,  therefore,  I  am  com¬ 
pelled  to  consider  what  has  been  done  during  the  year  as 
somewhat  in  the  nature  of  a  commencement  and  not  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  scheme  satisfactory  in  a  scientific  sense,  and  I  feel 
it  therefore  necessary  again  to  point  out  the  importance  of 
instituting  a  regular  and  systematic  collection  of  household 
refuse,  and  thus  bring  the  Borough  up  to  the  level  of  similar 
communities. 
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57.  It  is  with  satisfaction,  too,  that  I  am  able-  to  state  that 
25  old-fashioned  privies  have  been  converted  to  water  closets,  so 
that  the  number  existing  in  the  populous  part  of  the  town  is 
probably  at  the  present  time  not  more  than  twenty-five. 

58.  I  trust  that  the  same  pressure,  which  has  been  so  effec¬ 
tive  in  the  past,  will  be  used  in  the  present  year  and  that  in  a 
short  time  I  shall  be  able  to  report  that  not  a  single  midden 
ashpit  remains  in  the  town. 

59.  I  am  also  glad  to  report  that  sixteen  of  the  waterless 
water  closets,  that  is,  those  without  flushing  cisterns,  have  been 
done  away  with  and  proper  sanitary  water  closets  substituted. 
I  am  informed  that  there  are  still  about  forty  of  these  in  the 
Borough,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  work  to  put  these  on  a 
sanitary  basis  should  be  undertaken  during  the  present  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

60.  I  have  every  alternate  month  analysed  a  sample  of 
the  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Company  and  in  each  case  I  am  glad  to  say  the  analysis  has 
proved  satisfactory  and  the  good  quality  of  the  water  has  been 
maintained.  I  have  also  analysed  seven  samples  of  water  from 
surface  wells  and  have  condemned  six  of  them  as  being  unfit 
for  use.  Difficulties  have  arisen  in  some  instances  in  substitut¬ 
ing  the  public  supply  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  mains  are  a 
long  distance  away,  and  endeavours  are  being  made  for  the 
extension  of  the  mains,  so  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  im¬ 
provement  will  be  effected  shortly. 

OVERCROWDING. 

61.  The  Inspector  reports  that  one  case  of  overcrowding 
came  to  his  notice.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a  house¬ 
holder  took  in  one  lodger.  On  approaching  the  occupier  the 
matter  was  dealt  with  and  the  lodger  went  away. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

62.  As  has  been  the  case  for  many  years  past,  the  Inspector 
has  devoted  a  good  deal  of  his  time  to  the  condition  of  these 
places.  Altogether  he  has  made  88  visits  to  the  9  Slaughter- 
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houses  in  the  Borough.  His  Report  is  good,  their  condition 
being  quite  satisfactory.  He  states  that  not  only  have  they  been 
kept  well  as  regards  cleanliness,  but  also  as  regards  drainage, 
paving,  &c.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  he  made  several 
visits  at  the  time  of  slaughtering  in  order  better  to  keep  under 
observation  the  character  of  the  beasts  dealt  with  and  also  the 
condition  of  the  meat.  There  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that 
the  meat  distributed  in  the  town  is  of  a  good  and  high  class 
quality. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

63.  No  new  offensive  trade  has  been  licensed,  so  that  the 
only  one  still  existing  in  the  Borough  is  that  of  a  tripe  boiler. 
Not  only  have  no  complaints  been  made  during  the  year,  but  the 
Inspector  reports  to  me  that  on  each  of  his  visits  it  was  satis¬ 
factorily  kept. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

64.  Every  Dairy  and  Cowshed  in  the  Borough  has  been 
inspected,  and  altogether  77  visits  have  been  made,  namely, 
25  to  the  Dairies  and  52  to  the  Cowsheds.  The  Inspector 
reports  to  me  that  the'  improvement  recorded  last  year  has  been 
maintained,  and  he  considers  that  the  milk  produced  in  the 
Borough  is  sent  away  with  due  regard  to  cleanliness. 

ADULTERATION. 

65.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  have  been  administered  by 
the  Officers  of  the  County  Council,  and  a  considerable  number 
of  samples  have  been  taken  in  the  Borough.  No  samples,  how¬ 
ever,  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Borough  under 
authorisation  of  your  Committee. 

NEW  STREETS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

66.  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  has  given  me  the 
following  particulars:  — 

“  Plans  for  three  new  streets,  Frederick  Road  extension, 
Mayfield  Road,  and  Greenhill  Road  were  approved,  and 
these  are  sufficiently  made  up  to  enable  buildings  to  be 
commenced. 
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“  During  the  year  plans  were  approved  for  139  houses, 
including  1  Shop,  2  Skating  Rinks,  Church,  School, 
Laundry,  4  Stables,  3  Sheds,  3  Bathrooms,  and  14  Altera¬ 
tions,  Additions,  &c.,  making  a  total  number  of  plans 
approved  94,  as  compared  with  96  plans  for  106  houses, 
including  Shops,  &c.,  last  year. 

“  Ninety-five  houses  have  been  passed  on  completion  and 
certified  as  fit  for  habitation,  being  practically  the  same 
number  as  in  the  preceding  year.” 

67.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  plans 
approved  and  new  houses  finished  has  been  approximately  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

68.  I  can  report  also  that  a  further  portion  of  each  Ward, 
with  the  exception  of  Walmley,  has  been  systematically 
inspected.  The  results  of  the  inspection  is  to  show  that  the 
houses  in  the  Borough  generally  are  in  good  order. 

69.  I  reported  that  one  house  on  the  very  edge  of  the 
Borough,  at  Minworth  Greaves,  was  in  such  a  state  as  to  be 
unfit  for  habitation,  and  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the 
occupiers — two  old  ladies — should  leave  at  an  early  date,  and 
the  house  be  demolished. 

70.  The  passing  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
which  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  gives  largely  in¬ 
creased  powers  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  deal  with  dilapidated 
and  insanitary  houses,  in  particular,  that  orders  may  be  made 
by  the  Authority  to  close  the  houses  without  recourse  to  the 
magisterial  bench. 


VACCINATION. 

71.  Hitherto  the  vaccination  of  the  Borough  has  been  on  the 
whole  satisfactory.  For  the  first  time  I  have  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  cases  successfully  vaccinated 
has  been  fewer  than  for  some  time  past.  In  1909,  in  the 
period  under  review,  357  births  were  registered.  Of  these  only 
263  were  successfully  vaccinated.  In  the  previous  year  the 
number  was  324  out  of  404.  The  unsatisfactory  feature  is  that 
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shown  in  the  last  column  of  Table  VIII.,  namely,  that  no  less 
than  53  persons  obtained  certificates  of  conscientious  objection 
to  vaccination. 

72.  At  the  present  time,  of  course,  Sutton  is  a  well  vacci¬ 

nated  town.  For  the  very  many  years  which  I  have  been 
connected  with  it,  it  has  been  extremely  free  from  epidemic 
Smallpox,  but  if  what  is  foreshadowed  by  the  statistics  of 
this  year  takes  place,  then  in  the  future,  if  the  protection 
conferred  by  vaccination  be  lost,  not  only  will  much  suffering 
be  caused  by  outbreaks  of  Smallpox,  but  heavy  sums  will  be 
required  to  deal  with  the  outbreaks  when  they  occur.  ♦ 

73.  The  Vaccination  Officer  appears  to  have  done  his  work 
very  satisfactorily  in  that  there  are  no  cases  unaccounted  for 
at  the  date  of  the  Return. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

74.  In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  two  Tables  giving  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  work  done  under  the  above  Act.  The  Inspector 
again  reports  that  he  considers  the  premises  generally  are 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  the  Bakehouses 
are  well  conducted. 

75.  I  may  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  two  new  Laundries 
have  been  erected  during  the  year  on  up-to-date  lines,  where 
work  of  a  most  satisfactory  nature  can  be  performed  under 
sanitary  conditions. 

METEOROLOGY. 

76.  I  am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Sur¬ 
veyor,  for  supplying  me  with  a  copy  of  his  Meteorological 
Returns,  taken  at  the  Park  Lodge  and  the  Council  House 
respectively. 

77.  These  figures,  when  dealt  with  from  a  public  health 
point  of  view,  are  of  particular  interest. 

78.  As  regards  temperature,  the  mean  for  the  year  was  46.4, 
compared  with  47.8  in  the  previous  year,  so  that,  as  one  would 
have  imagined,  the  year  has  proved  one  of  low  temperature. 

79.  The  Rainfall  was  somewhat  high,  namely,  28.83,  com¬ 
pared  with  27.34  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  days  on 
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which  rain  fell  was  190,  compared  with  168  in  1908.  In  March 
21  days  were  rainy;  in  July,  18 ;  in  September,  20;  in  October, 
25;  and  in  December,  23,  but  in  the  months  of  January,  Feb- 
luary,  and  May  the  Rainfall  was  comparatively  light;  in  fact, 
February  was  a  very  dry  month,  the  amount  of  rain  during  the 
whole  twenty-eight  days  being  only  §in. 

80.  For  only  a  short  period  in  the  year  was  the  weather  at 
all  hot,  viz.,  in  the  early  part  of  August.  On  the  13th  the 
temperature  reached  86°.  The  mean  temperature  for  the 
month  was  61^Q  and  1|°  hotter  than  July.  The  maximum 
solar  temperature  was  registered  in  July  as  usual,  and  was 
134Q.  The  number  of  hours  of  bright  sunshine  was  1,335,  com¬ 
pared  with  1,223  in  the  previous  year.  This  record  must,  I 
think,  be  a  surprise  to  most  people,  with  their  recollections 
of  the  summer  still  in  mind,  but  the  good  record  is  due  to  the 
large  amount  of  sunshine  registered  in  the  months  of  April 
and  May.  In  April  no  less  than  200  hours,  in  May  238  hours, 
in  June  only  116  hours,  and  in  September  75  hours  were  re¬ 
corded.  The  effect  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  on 
the  whole  satisfactory.  Cool,  wet  summers,  by  washing  the  air 
and  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  by  preventing  undue  putre¬ 
faction  always  make  for  health,  and  1909  has  been  no  exception 
to  the  rule. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

81.  The  usual  Tables  dealing  with  mortality  and  disease 
and  showing  the  incidence  of  disease  in  the  various  Wards  of 
the  Borough,  with  the  other  Tables  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
department,  are  given  in  the  Appendix.  Both  the  Inspector 
and  Sub-Inspector  have  done  the  work  during  the  year  very 
satisfactorily.  Last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
owing  to  the  development  of  the  Borough  I  considered  it  import¬ 
ant  that  the  Sub-Inspector  should  give  the  whole  of  his  time 
to  the  department.  I  am  informed  that  though  he  has  been 
more  available  for  purposes  of  inspection,  he  is  not  yet  con¬ 
sidered  entirely  an  officer  of  the  Health  Department,  but  does 
a  certain  amount  of  work,  including  that  of  testing  new  drains. 
I  must  again  reiterate  the  opinion  that,  having  regard  to  popu- 
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lation  and  area,  it  is  necessary  that  his  services  should  be 
entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Health  Department.  In  this  way 
more  systematic  house  to  house  inspection  could  be  effected, 
and  looking  at  the  new  duties  under  the  Housing  Act  I  believe 
this  to  be  of  great  importance. 

CONCLUSION. 

82.  I  can  again  congratulate  the  Town  Council  >on  (the 
records  of  the  Borough  under  their  control.  The  Death  Rate  is 
so  satisfactory  that  it  must  even  now  be  considered  below  the 
point  at  which  it  could  be  maintained  under  normal  conditions. 
Though  the  population  has  increased,  the  number  of  infectious 
cases  has  been  less,  and  the  Zymotic  Rate  has  been  greatly 
reduced  on  the  low  level  of  the  previous  year.  The  Borough 
has  a  good  water  supply,  and,  speaking  generally,  a  satisfactory 
system  of  drainage.  Its  Hospital  accommodation  is  good,  and 
this,  added  to  its  natural  advantages,  leads  to  a  satisfactory 
sanitary  condition.  I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  matters  should  still  be  kept-  under  observation,  namely  :  — 

1.  The  carrying  out  of  a  scheme  of  systematic  public 
scavenging  in  the  real  acceptation  of  the  term. 

2.  The  abolition  in  the  Central  Wards  of  the  remaining 
privy  middens,  and  “  waterless  water-closets.’’ 

83.  I  must  in  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  again  tender  my 
thanks  to  you  and  the  Committee  and  my  brother  officers  for 
the  courtesy  extended  to  me,  as  in  the  past,  in  the  conduct 
of  my  official  duties.
